Ford today signed legislation authorizing 
the federal government to loan New 
York up to $2 S billion to help the city 
avert bankruptcy 
Ford's action, announced by a White 
House spokesman, came quickly after 
final congressional approval of the bill 
last Friday and as the Senate neared a 
vote on legislation needed to actually ap- 
propriate the financial aid 
The Senate scheduled that vote for 
Wednesday and approval was certain 
The House is likely follow suit by the end 
of the week 
A last obstacle to the loan program 
the willpower of Sen James B Allen. I) 
Ala - gave way Monday He said he no 
longer would try to block the appropna- 
tions measure 
In the meantime, both the House and 
Senate are taking up bills to revise the 
existing bankruptcy law 
which the 
House Judiciary Committee calls 
“ hopelessly archaic and unworkable ” 
Under the existing law. a city would 
have to win the advance approval of a 
majority of its bondholders, creditors 
and unions for a financial reorganization

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Three candidates 'redistricted' 
Supervisors ok shuffle 
of district boundaries 


County supervisors agreed Monday on 
new boundaries for the five supervisorial 
districts in a redistricting move aimed at 
equalizing population of the districts in 
accord with state law and based on an 
approximate new county population total 
of 280,000 persons. 
But in so doing they "redistricted" two 
south coast supervisorial candidates who 
now cannot run for supervisors’ posts in 
the first and third districts unless they 
speedily set up new residences there. 
Also, a north county resident, M. Keith 
Watkins who recently moved to Solvang 
and launched a campaign for third dis­ 
trict supervisor, will find himself in the 
fourth district as the board voted to in­ 
clude virtually all of Santa Ynez Valley, 
except a portion of the east valley, into 
Board Chairman Francis H. Beattie’s 
district. 
Sidney Smith who had announced for 
first district supervisor only to learn the 
county redistricting committee had 
moved his residence into the second dis­ 
trict initially had appealed successfully 
to be placed back in the first district. 
But on Monday, the board changed its 
mind and decided it couldn’t set such a 
precedent because Lee Hockett, who had 
planned to run for third district super­ 
visor, came into protest boundary line 
changes putting him in the second dis­ 


trict. They felt that if they did the favor 
for Smith they would have to do it for 
Hockett and so refused to help either 
candidate. 
Herman Famum, another third dis­ 
trict supervisorial candidate, barely es­ 
caped being redistricted into the second 
district. He lives just south of a penin­ 
sula 
area west of Hope Ranch in 
which Hockett resides. 


The board acted none too soon on the 
new boundary lines. 


It is expected the board will now have 
first reading of the new redistricting or­ 


dinance on Monday, 
December 15, and 
adopted December 22. one week before 
the deadline. The ordinance does not 
take effect for a month thereafter which 
is barely sufficient leeway provided by 
state law prior to the June primary elec­ 
tion. 


The vote on the new boundary lines, as 
revised a second time by the committee 
Monday and agreed on by the board, was 
4-1 with Supervisor Harrell Fletcher op­ 
posed. Ironically it was Fletcher who 
proposed redistricting earlier this fall. 
Fletcher had failed in an attempt to 
achieve redistricting which would jibe 
with his proposal to split the county in 
two. 


The board agreed Monday to new 
changes which gives the fourth district 
extensive new areas of Santa Ynez 
Valley including level agricultural land 
stretching eastward to Happy Canyon 
Road. But they allowed the extreme 
eastern valley portion, including Lake 
Cachuma, to stay in the third district and 
allowed Zaca Lake area to go from the 
third to the fifth district. Supervisor 
Beattie was successful in resisting an 
attempt by Supervisor James M Slater 
to have Slater’s third district extended 
westward to include all of the Vista Del 
Mar school district. Beattie had 
protested this would extend the third dis­ 
trict to include areas east of San Marcos 
pass and to within five miles of the city 
of Lompoc 


Slater then agreed to a compromise 
where the lower half of the school dis­ 
trict, including Hollister Ranch only, 
would be included in the third district ad­ 
dition. The area north of the ridge line 
above Hollister Ranch, including San 
Julian Ranch area, would be retained in 
the fourth district. 
Under the final plan approved, 
Guadalupe would be moved from the 
fifth to the fourth district but the fifth 
district would regain in the south portion 
of Orcutt and Los Alamos 
Hospital votes to insure itself

A few months ago Harold Thompson, 
president of the Lompoc Hospital 
District Board of Directors, never would 
have considered self-insuring the 
hospital as a solution to the malpractice 
insurance premium rate crisis. 
Last night — in an anticlimactic move 
— the board voted unanimously to do just 
that. 
"It was the only thing we could do,” he 
said this morning. 


Commenting on the vote, hospital ad­ 
ministrator Ken Wicks said,"I feel a lit­ 
tle nervous, but I think it’s the right step. 
We are just going to have to be on our 
toes.” 
Earlier this year the hospital was pay­ 
ing a tolerable $2,600 a month for 
malpractice coverage under Imperial In­ 
surance until it announced it would not 
carry hospitals after Oct. 1. TTie rate 
jumped to $12,000 a month under 
Farmers Insurance, the only policy 
available on the market. 


Rather than pay $144,000 a year in 
premiums, the board voted to self-insure 
the hospital after other types of protec­ 
tion were investigated by the board and 
its legal counsel for the past several 
months. 
Thompson believes the risks of self- 
insurance are higher for the district than 
coverage by an insurance company, but 
the costly premiums are considered un­ 
bearable. 
Wick explained his nervousness about 
self-insurance. “ It’s a new thing.” he 
said, adding that he knows of no other 
hospital that is self-insured although 
there has been a lot of talk about it in 
California. 
The hospital becomes self-insured ef­ 
fective Jan. 1. Until that time it will con­ 
tinue to be insured by Farmers In­ 
surance. 
Under the self-insurance plan, the 
hospital will build up a reserve fund with 
the money it would have otherwise paid 
out to an insurance company. The 
reserve fund money will be used to pay 


legal defense costs and. should they be 
awarded, claims. 
If a claim exceeds the fund amount, 
the board has the power to levy a district 
tax. 
Wicks said about $6.000 a month will be 
deposited in the reserve fund 
In another action, the board voted to 
have the hospital administrator and legal 
counsel set up arbitration as a system of 
resolving malpractice 
claims rather 
than through the court system 
Beginning Jan 1, hospital patients will 
have the opportunity to sign an arbitra­ 
tion agreement The agreement does not 
have to be signed and can be rescinded 
by the patient within 30 days. 
Under arbitration, a three-man panel 
will hear the claim and determine its 
merit. 
According to Wicks, the benefit of this 
system is that it is cheaper for both par­ 
ties than going through the courts 
The subject of indemnifying Lom­ 
poc’s three anesthetists to work in the 
hospital was tabled until the next board 
meeting 
Gunmen free sick hostages; escapee dies 


AMSTERDAM. The Netherlands 
(UPI) — South Moluccan gunmen 
released two sick hostages today and 
another man died of injuries suffered 
when he leaped from a window of the In­ 
donesian consulate to avoid capture. 


The developments came as new 
negotiations got underway in Holland’s 
twin hostage drama that saw two 
terrorist bands still holding more than 50 


persons in the consulate and in a train 
hijacked a week ago 75 miles north of 
Amsterdam 


A Dutch official announced the death 
in a hospital of Indonesian consulate 
clerk E Abedy, 52. of injuries when he 
jumped from a third floor window as 
seven gunmen stormed into the building 
last Thursday. 
He was the fourth person to die as a 


result of the seizure of the consulate and 
the capture of a train a week ago Three 
other persons were killed in the train 
But the consulate gunmen, apparently 
satisfied with the progress of negotia­ 
tions on their demands for South Moluc­ 
can independence, unexpectedly 
released two of their estimated 26 
remaining hostages today. 
Both were sick 


U.S. vetoes 
condemning 
of Israel

The United States has cast its 12th veto 
in U N. history to block a proposed 
Security Council resolution condemning 
Israeli air raids into Lebanon. 
The veto came Monday night after the 
Council refused to add a U.S.-sponsored 
amendment condemning all violence in 
the Middle East 
‘We worked strenuously for a 
balanced resolution.” U.S. Ambassador 
Daniel Moynihan told the Council "We 
have reluctantly had to veto the resolu­ 
tion which we made clear from the 
beginning we did not consider balanced 
Only one veto is needed to kill a major 
resolution in the 15-member Council The 
final vote was 13-1 with Costa Rica ab­ 
staining 
The resolution came in response to 
Israeli air raids last month against what 
it said were guerrilla bases in Lebanon 
Palestinian sources said about 100 
persons were killed in the attacks. 


Moynihan said that while the United 
States “ strongly deplores" the raids, it 
feels that guerrilla attacks into Israel 
from Lebanon should also be condemned 
Lebanese Ambassador Edouard 
Ghorra said he regretted the U.S. action, 
especially in view of warm Lebanese 
relations with Washington 
“ But the fact that it was not adopted 
does not detract from its value." Ghorra 
said 
“ The condemnation is there 
whether it was vetoed or not vetoed The 
condemnation was voted by 13 members 
of this council."

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The Con­ 
sumer Product Safety Commission is 
pondering whether to require warning 
labels for poinsettia plants and mistletoe 
sprigs because if they are eaten they can 
be deadly 


A petition submitted to the commis­ 
sion asking for such labels claimed that 
one pointsettia leaf can kill a child and 
that the berries on mistletoe can kill both 
children and adults 
The agency has ordered an investiga­ 
tion to determine the extent of the 
hazard and what can be done about it 
The petition was submitted by Robert 
W 
Boehler, Kenmore. N Y , who 
suggested that growers and wholesalers 
should stick labels on mistletoe wrap­ 
pers or on the pot of the flowering 
Christmas plant 


Boehler told UPI he was concerned 
about the problem because the plants are 
on sale, especially in supermarkets, 
without any warning to parents of the 
potential hazard to children He said he 
had no personal experience with the 
problem but filed the petition because he 
wondered why nothing was being done 
about it 
In another pre-Christmas develop­ 
ment. the commission said it has 
resumed its program to protect con­ 
sumers from defective Christmas tree 
lights 
The FTC will rely on volunteer con­ 
sumer deputies’ to inspect store shelves 
and report fire and shock hazards The 
plan was blocked by a court order ob­ 
tained by segments of the lighting in­ 
dustry but the order was reversed in an 
appeals court

Spokesmen at a recent con­ 
ference of the National Orton 
Society here noted that studies 
have proved the rage and 
frustration that results from 
continued academic failure is 
expressed in delinquent and 
antisocial behavior 
Beth Slingerland of Seattle, a 
teacher and national consultant 
on dyslexia, was one of the 
speakers at the Orton Society 
meeting 
“We recognize them as 
perfectly normal, 
intelligent 
children with no brain dama­ 
ge." she said, "and no primary 
emotional problems 
“But they may have emotion­ 
al problems due to academic 
failu re and behavioral 
problems which may clear up 
when they get a taste of learn­ 
ing They are specific language 
disability children” 
She said there are 18 private 
.schools In the country which 


deal with the problem, but no 
public funds are available 
despite the recognition through 
Department of Health. Educa­ 
tion and Welfare studies in­ 
dicating Its extent 
Special education funds, she 
said, go to learning disabled 
“ including retarded, brain 
damaged, emotionally unstable 
everything but specific 
language disability children *’ 
But teachers must be special­ 
ly trained to help dyslexic

The Orton Society is a group

read print by the age of 12 when 
he began formal schooling He 
got through West Point by 
memorizing whole lectures and 
texts 
F'resident Woodrow Wilson 
and Albert Einstein and many 
others suffered from dyslexia, 
but overcame the difficulty. 
At the other end of the scale. 
Dr Dennis I. Hogenson of Min­ 
neapolis. in an Orton Society 
paper, noted that "reading 
failure is the single most 
significant factor in those 
forms of delinquency which can 
be described as antisocially 
aggressive."

This position was outlined 
before the Local Agency For­ 
mation Commission (LAFCO) 
recently by Carpintería City 
Councilmen Monte Widders and 
Tom Rayera ft and City 
Manager Allan R Coates 
After hearing the views, 
LAFCO decided to hold a public 
hearing on the question of in- 
cluding 
or 
excluding 
agricultural lands from the 
still-to-be-developed 
Car­ 
pintería sphere of influence. 
Environmental 
coordinator 
Albert 
F . 
Reynolds, 
meanwhile, informed the com­ 
mission that Carpintería is un­ 
derscored in the agricultural 
section of the new California 
Coastal Plan because prime 
farm lands adjoin it on several 
sides. 
Reynolds has been asked to 
submit a later report to the 
commission Dec. 19, if possible, 
to include a more complete 
review of the implications of 
the Coastal Plan upon LAFCO’s 
sphere of influence respon­ 
sibilities. 
LAFCO chairman Tim Terry 
and others on the commission 
have noted that Carpintería is 
not the only city that will be af­ 
fected by policy matters 
relating to agricultural lands 
now outside county cities, but 
possibly to be included in their 
spheres of influence which are 
to be set by LAFCO. All other 
cities in the county which will 
require spheres to be set for 
them by LAFCO are affected, 
although some are not affected 
as coming under the coastal 
commission powers 
Reynolds in his preliminary 
report on agricultural land and 
sphere of influence for 
Carpintería said his office has 
conducted an analysis of the 
relationship between farm 
lands and designation of sphere 
boundaries for the city of Car­ 
pintería 
' 
He stated that while much of 
the analysis is complete, recent 
events, namely the receipt of 
the California Coastal Plan on 
Dec. 3 "necessitates further 
analysis by this office before 
our report can be considered 
complete”

Reynolds He said it was par­ 
ticularly noteworthy to see that

He pointed out also that 
preservation of agricultural 
land by LAFCO is also impor­ 
tant under the provisions of the 
Environmental Quality Act of 
the state 
Coates told LAFCO that it 
was realized the purpose of set­ 
ting up a sphere of influence 
was "not a license to annex" 
but to insure orderly growth. 
He felt O EQ might be 
"overemphasizing what isn’t 
the case so far as Carpinteria is 
concerned” 
"It is in the city’s interest to 
protect agriculture," he added. 
Exclusion of agricultural 
areas from the city’s sphere — 
when set up — could "create ar­ 
tificial barriers.’’ he felt. He

Planners clear 


way for complex

Lompoc Planning Commis­ 
sion last night approved a 
request for rezoning to pave the 
way for an apartment complex, 
despite opposition from nearby 
homeowners 
Commissioner Robert Kranig 
made the motion to approve the 
Michael Towbes development, 
picked up a second from com­ 
missioner William Paulin, and 
wfMi the nod of the other com­ 
missioners. The action clears 
the way for city council con­ 
sideration of Towbes’ proposal 
to build 125 apartment units on 
a strip of land south of Ocean 
Avenue and between U Street 
and Miguelito Channel 
Kranig’s motion was to 
recommend city council ap­ 
proval for rezoning from the 
present R-2 and R-3 medium 
and high density residential 
development to the less dense 
and more restrictive PD-R-2 
About seven acres are involved. 
Urban planner Mike Kaufman 
told the commission that 
Towbes could construct 154 
apartment units with his pre­ 
sent zoning, but chose to ask for 
the new zoning to accommodate 
the lesser number of units. 
Helen Gherts of 1325 W. Lime 
Ave., led a parade of nearby 
property owners who expressed 
opposition to the development. 
She said she had secured the 
signatures of 122 neighbors who 
opposed the development, 
because it was, in their view, 
"incompatible with the sur­ 
rounding development.” Most 
of the opponents live on Lime 
and Hickory Avenues which 
deadend in U Street. 
Mrs. Gehrts told the commis­ 
sion the development would 
produce traffic congestion on U 
Street, and would make critical 
demands on existing municipal 
water supplies. 
Mrs. Gehrts was joined in the 
opposition by Eugene Gideon of 
1104 W. Lime Ave., Henry 
Kracke of 312 South U St., 
George Taylor of 1316 W. 
Hickory Ave., and Alberta 
Morgan, David Lemos of 912 W. 
Lime Ave.. said through some 
misunderstanding, his wife had 
signed a petition opposing the 
development. As for himself, 
Lemos said "If I can’t have the 
open field that’s there now. I’d 
favor 
the 
planned 
development.” 
Then he suggested that U 
Street might have to be 


widened to accommodate the 
increased traffic from the 
development Later he told the 
commission that costs of 
municipal services were 
relatively higher for single 
family homes than they were 
for apartments Mrs. Gehrts 
and some of the other oppo­ 
nents had emphasized their 
wish that the property be 
rezoned to single family 
residences. 
Commission 
chairman 
William Fick conceded that the 
development would increase 
the demand on municipal ser­ 
vices and the neighbors wanted 
single family dwellings, but 
said, " I favor voting on it 
tonight and sending it on to the 
council” Only question before 
the commission was Towbes’ 
request for the PD-R-2 rezon­ 
ing Kranig said he favored the 
plan because it was less dense 
than the present zoning Paulin, 
who wears another hat as a 
member of the city’s architec­ 
tural review committee, said 
the plan "was one of the best" 
that the committee has ever 
received 
The commission approved 
Kranig’s motion after rejecting 
commissioner 
Vernon 
Copeland’s suggestion that 
Towbes be required to provide a 
park in his development* for 
"small children." 
In other agenda business last 
night, the commission: 
—Approved a request of Bon­ 
nie C. Scheffler for a home use 
permit to do hand weaving in 
her home at 221 Huntington PI. 
—Approved a request of Carl 
E . Jack for a business 
telephone in his home at 509 N. 
Seventh St., in conjunction with 
a Swedish massage business. 
Jack told the commission, he 
would perform the massage in 
the client’s home and not in his 
own. The vote was 4-1 with 
commissioner John Peto 
casting the lone dissent.

Miranda ruling 


W ASHINGTON < H P I) - 
With two justices predicting the 
landmark Miranda decision will 
soon be overturned, the Su­ 
preme Court ruled 6 to 2 today 
that in some cases police may 
continue questioning suspects 
after they have exercised their 
right to remain silent 
Justice William J 
Brennan 
and Thurgood Marshall dissen­ 
ted 
Brennan, in an opinion en­ 
d o rsed by M a rsh a ll, said 
“ today's distortion of Miran­ 
da's constitutional principles 
can be viewed only as yet 
another step toward the ero­ 
sion. and. I suppose, ultim ate 
overruling of M iranda's en­ 
forcem ent of the privilege 
against self-incrimination '' 
The Michigan Supreme Court 
rev ersed the conviction of 
Richard Bert Mosley, convicted 
for the January. 1971, slaying of 
Leroy Williams in Detroit 
Mosley was first picked up 
for questioning about a series of 
robberies. He exercised his 
right to remain silent and in­ 
terrogation stopped Two hours

later, other detectives warned 
Mosley of his rights and. when 
he did not object, asked him 
about the murder. 
After he was told about an ac­ 
com plice's confession. Mosley 
made self-incriminating state­ 
ments 
The Michigan court ruled the 
statem ents were inadmissible 
as evidence because all police 
questioning on any criminal 
m atter m ust cease after a 
suspect first says he wants to 
remain silent 
Justice Potter Stew art, writ­ 
ing for the m ajority overruling 
the Michigan court, called this 
a “ literal interpretation'' of 
Miranda which could “ lead to 
a b s u r d 
a n d 
u n in te n d e d 
results.” 
Stew art said M osley was 
warned of his rights a second 
time and could cut off question­ 
ing by demanding to remain 
silent. 
“The requirem ent that law 
enforcement authorities must 
respect a person’s exercise of 
that option counteracts the 
coercive n re ssn re s of the 


custodial 
se ttin g .” 
Stew art 
said 


We therefore conclude that 
the adm issibility of statem ents 
obtained after the person in 
custody has decided to remain 
silent depends under Miranda 
on whether his right to cut off 
questioning was scrupulously 
honored ” 


In their only other opinion to­ 
day. the justices ruled 8 toO in a 
D istrict of Columbia case that a 
physician who prescribes drugs 
for p rofit ra th e r than for 
professional purposes is subject 
to the same tough law applied 
to “ pushers" of controlled 
drugs 


The Suprem e C ourt under 
Chief Justice W arren Burger 
has consistently narrowed the 
Miranda case without actually 
overturning it. But the Bren- 
nan-Marshall statem ent might 
m ean a m ajority of justices are 
prepared to overrule the case, 
perhaps after a ninth justice is 
seated to replace William 0 
D ouglas, who w as another 
staunch advocate of Miranda 


President-Congress battle 
shaping up as major issue

The perennial battle between 
a Democratic Congress and a 
Republican 
adm inistration 
shapes up as a m ajor issue in 
next year's presidential cam ­ 
paign. judging from the re­ 
m arks Monday of two national 
fig u res stum ping in South

Reagan said. “ People 
are fed up with the politics as 
usual and they are fed up with a 
D em ocratic Congress which 
has turned out to be the most 
irresponsible one in the history 
of the nation. 
“ ...Have we forgotten the 
new m a jo rity which cam e 
together in 1972 and gave us the 
greatest mandate in the history 
of the country9” Reagan said. 


Sen 
Hubert Humphrey. D- 
Minn., attacked the adm inistra­ 
tion and defended Congress in a 
speech in Columbia. S.C.. Mon­ 
day night Humphrey insists he 
is not a candidate for the 
D e m o c ra tic 
p r e s id e n tia l 
nomination 


E arlier Humphrey chaired a 
regional hearing of the Joint 
E c o n o m ic 
C o m m itte e 
in 
Atlanta where he told critics of 
U.S. economic policy: 
‘ M o st 
D e m o c r a ts 
in 
Congress want a rapid recovery 
— a recovery designed to cut 
unem ploym ent quickly — a 
recovery which will make use 
very quickly of idle factories 
and labor rather than allowing 
them to rem ain idle through the 
end of this decade. The Presi­ 
dent would move much m ore sl- 
ow ly. 
He has u rg ed th a t 
Congress accept a leisurely 
economic recovery as the best 
we can do." 


In Washington. Humphrey’s 


office released a letter to the 
Federal Election Commission 
disavowing any effort to pro­ 
m ote him as a presidential can­ 
didate. 
"...Sen Humphrey is not a 
candidate for said nomination 
and he has not authorized 
(anyone) to form ... a com m it­ 
tee or to act in any way on his 
behalf,’’ the letter said 
In other developments:

Special British officers plan 
to wait out standoff with IRA 


LONDON (UPI) - Police 
trained in cracking hostage 
sieges said today a twcMiay 
standoff by Irish Republican 
Army gunmen holding a m id­ 
dle-aged couple in their London 
living room is only the beginn­ 
ing of a long wait. 
"The operation is still at a 
very ea rly s ta g e ," P o lice 
D eputy A ssistant C om m is­ 
sioner Wilford Gibson said as 
the siege entered its third day. 
"Forty-eight hours is the very 
beginning of these things." 
The IRA gunmen, wanted for 
questioning about dozens of 
fatal bombings in the London 
area in the past 18 months, 
burst into the apartm ent of 
John and Sheila M atthew s 
Saturday night after a gunbat- 
tle with police. 
Police originally said they 
b eliev e d th e re w ere four 
gunmen barricaded in the Mat­ 
thew s’s 13-by-14 foot living 
room But they later said it was 
possible there were only three 
and the fourth had escaped dur­ 
ing the confusion Saturday. 


Authorities still believe Mi­ 
chael Wilson, the most wanted 
man in Britain, is among them 


Wilson is wanted in connec­ 
tion with the murder two weeks 
ago of Ross McWhirter, co- 
editor of the Guinness Book of 


Records and an antiterrorist 
crusader. 
The gunmen are trapped with 
th eir hostages in the living 
room of the M atthews’ second- 
floor 
apartm ent, 
separated 
from police by only by a door. 
They have been without food 
since the siege began. 
Police have twice offered a 
hot meal and cigarettes in ex­ 
change for the release of the 53- 
year-old Mrs 
M atthews, but 
the gang refused 
“We are all right,” she told 
police over a special hot-line 
telephone Monday. 
A u th o rities 
have 
bluntly 
refused the terro rists’ demand 
for a plane to Ireland 
“They are coming out of that 
room in one way only — as 
prisoners under a rrest,” said 
P o lic e 
C o m m issio n er 
Sir 
Robert Mark. 
Detectives, using the lessons 
learned in waiting out two other 
rec en t sieges, have talked 
periodically on the hot-line with 
three gunmen to try and es­ 
tablish a rapport. 


Police said the trio gave their 
nam es as Tom. Mick and Pad­ 
dy. 


But they said they thought the 
IRA men also had drawn les­ 
sons from the sam e incidents 
and w ere on guard against 


developing em otional ties with 
them or their captives. 
It took police five days to 
break down the defenses of 
gunmen who held hostages at 
an Italian restaurant in London 
last October.

sw ered.” Reinecke sobbed into 
a telephone when his wife Jean 
told him of Monday's U S Ap­ 
peals Court decision 
Reinecke. form er California 
running m ate of Ronald Rea­ 
gan. received the news in a hap­ 
penstance call home to ask if 
should pick up any groceries 
His wife warned. “ You better 
sit down," and he did before she 
relayed the court’s decison. 
A joyous homecoming aw ait­ 
ed him a few hours later at his 
227-acre ranch in the heart of 
the Sierra Mother Lode where 
the weary but relieved Rei­ 
necke was sm othered by kisses 
from his wife and hugs from 
children. Mimi. 17. and Tom. 
16. 
“ Happy anniversary.” shout­ 
ed an excited Mrs Reinecke. 
although it was a day early for 
the couples’ wedding anniver­ 
sary 
Reinecke was convicted of ly­ 
ing to the U.S Senate Judiciary 
Com mittee during its investiga­ 
tion of an offer by International 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. to 
underwrite the 1972 Republican 
National Convention, which had 
been planned for San Diego 
The first statewide public of­ 
ficial ever convicted of perjury, 
he resigned as lieutenant gover­ 
nor Oct 10. 1974 just minutes 
before being sentenced to a 
suspended 18-month jail term 
The judge branded him. “a vic­ 
tim of your own ambition, your 
own selfish am bition " 
The 51-year-old Republican 
told reporters he is “ aw are" of 
elections next year for both a 
U.S Senate seat and an opening 
in the state Senate 
But he 
pleaded for tim e to consult with

advertise only once in a while, usually only when business 
begins to slow down to the point where they are forced to 
become alarm ed.

W hat usually happens? If this type of businessman has

Then, 
before anyone ran tell him what he is doing wrong, he 
quickly reverts to his old I’ll be damned if I’ll advertise- 
regularly attitude W hat is he really doing? He's cutting 
off his nose to get even with his face! 


When you're sick in bed with a condition serious 
enough to call the doctor, when the doctor prescribes four 
pills a day until you are well, would you take ONE pill, 
throw the rest away, and sit back and wait for results? 


If your sewer was clogged and the plum ber said that it 
needs to have a complete root reaming job, would you 
say, “T hat's o.k., Mr. Plumber, I’ll just use a bottle of 
this liquid drain opener and s«?e if that doesn't suffice 


And when your auto mechanic tells you your car needs 
a complete overhaul, do you tell him to just fix the dang­ 
ling tailpipe? Most business people wouldn't do any of 
these foolish things, but some would turn right around 
and cut out all newspaper advertising because a few ads 
didn’t bring people in for 90 days after they ran in the 
paper, while being fully aware of the fact that 
sick 
business" demands much more than once in a while 
advertising. 


Seemingly some businessmen are out to prove to them ­ 
selves. their newspaper representative, perhaps even 
their wives, that they do not need regular, consistent 
newspaper advertising, because their businesses are so 
well known in the community.

Safety Council says auto 
deaths drop in October 


CHICAGO (U PI) - The 
National Safety Council says 
traffic fatalities on the nation s 
highways dropped again in Oc­ 
tober 
If the trend continues, the 
council said Monday. 1975 could 
match 1974 as the safest year on 
the road since 1963. 


The council said there were 
3.980 fatalities in traffic acci­ 
dents in October, or 8 per cent 
below the 4.330 fatalties in Oc­ 
tober. 1974 and 23 per cent 
below October. 1973 when the 
energy shortage had not yet 
taken hold 


For the first 10 months of 
1975. the council said 38.120 
traffic fataltiies were reported.

1 per cent above the first 10 
months of 1974 and 19 per cent 
below the same period in 1973 
The traffic fatality trend 
has been downward since sum­ 
mer of this year.' said council 
president Vincent Tofany, 
• partially offsetting increases 
in traffic fatalities that oc­ 
curred last spring 
if the downward trend con- 
tinuues. we could see a year- 
end traffic fatality total similar 
to last year's total of 46.200 
fatalities — the lowest since

McIntosh. 28, died Sept. 23, 
1974, of an overdose of heroin 
The chief witness against Moss 
before the grand jury — and ex­ 
pected to be the star prosecu­ 
tion witness at his trial — was 
entertainer Cher Bono. 


Moss, who made $1.5 million 
on the stock market before he 
was 30. invited the rock group, 
Cher and others to a party. Cher 
testified that he passed around 
a white powder which he said 
was cocaine. She took none. 
After it made the guests ill, she 
testified, he admitted it was 
heroin and refused to call a doc­ 
tor.

Homosexuals queried 
in Knight stabbing 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - 
Philadelphia police said today 
they have called in many 
persons from the city's homo­ 
sexual community for question­ 
ing in connection with the death 
of millionaire newspaper heir 
John S Knight 
Police, believing the 30-year- 
old heir knew his killers, said 
the homosexuals were ques­ 
tioned because of various items 
found in Knight's apartment 
Officers said the items in­ 
cluded nude photographs of 
young men. tape recordings 
that included accounts of sexual 
activities in the apartment, and 
dairies that included accounts 
of various sexual activities 
Knight was stabbed to death 
early Sunday in his lavish 23rd- 
floor apartment on fashionable 
Rittenhouse Square during an 
apparent robbery by three 
young men 
Mrs Rosemary McKinnon, a 
Knight house guest who was 
tied up and later stabbed in an 


elevator by one of the as­ 
sailants. said Knight received a 
telephone call that she 
characterized as homosexual in 
nature just before the robbery 
Mrs 
McKinnon, who was 
staying at the Knight apart­ 
ment along with her husband. 
Dr. John McKinnon, was 
reported in fair condition at 
Graduate Hospital with stab 
wounds of the stomach and 
hand 
Squads of police searched the 
area looking for clues and a 
massive hunt was in progress 
for the three suspects, one of 
whom was described as having 
needle tracks on his arm. 
Joseph Golden, chief of detec­ 
tives, said police "don’t really 
know" whether Knight, special 
projects editor for the 
Philadelphia Daily News, knew 
his assailants But, he said, "we 
didn’t find any forceful entry" 
into the apartment, which had a 
double lock on the door and a 
peephole 


WASHINGTON (UPI> - In 
the first case of its kind, the 
Supreme Court is pondering 
whether a policeman must con­ 
form to grooming regulations 
that limit the length of his hair 
The subject generated a 
shower of questions Monday, 
directed by the eight justices to 
attorneys for Suffolk County. 
N Y . which imposes such a 
requirement, and the patrol­ 
men's union, which is challeng­ 
ing it 
The Patrolmen's Benevolent 
Association contends that "the 
choice of personal appearance 
is part of an individual s per­ 
sonal liberty" and cannot be 
regulated unless the governing 
unit establishes a "compelling" 
need to do so 
"Can a policeman be made to 
shine his shoes'’" asked Justice 
Thurgood Marshall 
Union attorney Leonard D 
Wexler of Smithtown said yes, 
because there are varying 
degrees of rights

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - Bespectacled 
Hale Irwin spoke softly but there was a 
strong note of conviction in his voice 
“ I think so,” he said. “ I think th a t’s 
very realistic.” 
At 30. th e fo rm e r U n iv e rsity of 
Colorado football player finds him self 
am ong pro golf's elite In his eighth tour 
season, he won $205,380 to rank fourth 
behind Jack Nicklaus. Johnny M iller and 
Tom Weiskopf on the 1975 dollar list. 
“ I think I have a shot at being the No. 1 
money w inner next y ear," the 1974 U.S. 
Open cham pion declared 
“ It would 
require a lot of good, consistent play. It 
would require three or four wins and a 
lot of top 10 finishes. 
“ But I definitely feel I have the poten­ 
tial. I know this year was the easiest of 
them all for me. Everything cam e pretty 
easy and I felt a lot m ore com fortable I 
had b etter results than I ever had and I 
didn’t have to work as hard ” 
Irwin won twice this year, his fourth 
and fifth tour victories. He sizzled in 
June, capturing the Atlanta Golf Classic 
and the W estern Open In addition, he 
won the Picadilly World M atch Play title 
in England for the second year in a row 
He w as third in the U.S. Open, fourth 
in the M asters, fifth in the PGA and 
ninth in the British Open In 22 tourna­ 
m ents, he finished in the top 1014 tim es. 
His progress has been steadily unspec­ 
tacular. H e’s im proved in his money 
total every year, starting with $9,093 in 
1968 afte r he got his playing card in the 
spring of that year. 
He followed that up, in order, with 
years of $18,571, $46,870, $99,473. $111,539, 
$130,388 and $152,529 He ranked seventh 
in m onev won on the tour in both 1973 and 
1974 
Irw in’s confidence has clim bed with 
his success. 
“ I don’t feel I ’m right there with 
Nicklaus and M iller now.” he said “ I 
feel they’re right there with me. 
" I ’m very positive. I have a lot of faith 
in m yself. I know what I’ve done and I 
know w hat I can do. You have to always 
be raising your goals and shooting for 
som ething higher. 
“ Of course, your goals have to be 
realistic. I’ve been able to im prove 
every year I’ve been on the tour and I 
know th at can 't go on forever. But it used 


to be that I’d want to win a tournam ent 
and $100,000 Now it’s two tournam ents 
and $200,000 ” 
Nicklaus won the money title with 
$298,149 this year. Irwin thought he had a 
chance of catching him until the World 
Open in Septem ber. 
"I was second going into the World 
Open.” he said, “ but I didn’t play well 
there so I decided to go hom e and spend 
som e tim e with my fam ily. I also had 
som e foreign obligations. 
“ If I couldn’t get first, then I w asn’t 
going to w orry about second 
No one 
rem em bers who finishes second." 
So he went hom e to Frontenac, Mo., to 
be with his wife and two young children. 
He also went to Europe and captured the 
Picadilly again. 
Irwin, who is represented by the Inter­ 
national M anagem ent Group and Mark 
McCormack of Cleveland, adm its he’s 
not one of the tour’s m ost colorful 
players. 
“ If a reporter asks m e a question, I’ll 
give him a straight answ er,” he ex­ 
plained. “ I won’t flower the issue just to 
m ake som ething sound good in print. I 
don't believe in going around saying 
som ething ju st to get a little extra 
publicity. 
“ Of course, I w ant to be treated fairly 
but I don’t have any control over who the 
w riters w rite about and I ca n ’t go around 
worrying about w hat people think of me. 
“ Hopefully, though, I’m shedding the 
im age of a serious-looking accountant. 
T hat’s funny, too, because 1 did lousy in 
accounting in school.” 
The form er all-Big Eight safetym an 
and 1967 NCAA golf cham pion said his 
U S Open trium ph at Winged Foot last 
year brought everything together for 
him. 
“ It was the catalyst for m e,” he said. 
“ I don’t m ean to place the other three 
m ajor tournam ents in second place but I 
regard the U.S. Open as the prem ier 
event in the world. 
“ The U.S. Open is the tournam ent to 
win. If you win it, that should give you a 
real shot of confidence in the arm . It did 
me. 
“ In some cases, though, a guy m ay win 
the U.S. Open and then say to him self 
that he was ju st lucky and w asn’t good 
enough.

about Gus because he had a reputation as a hot-dog player and 
might not fit into a team concept. Well, he’s flashy all right, but he 
has been a brilliant addition to the champion Warriors as a guard 
who makes things happen on the court.

cused of firing a pistol at Ford 
Sept 22 as he was emerging 
from a downtown hotel 
The 
President was not hit. 
Her trial starts Monday. 
U.S. District Judge Samuel 
Conti previously ruled Miss 
Moore was mentally competent 
to stand trial. He made the 
decision based on a psychiatric 
evaluation at a federal correc­ 
tional facility in San Diego. 


One psychiatrist testified at 
her competency hearing that 
she had undergone psychiatric 
treatment in hospitals seven 
times prior to the attack on 
Ford 
Dr Gustav J Weiland. a psy­ 
chiatrist for the defense, ex­ 
amined Miss Moore the past 


weekend while she was in the 
City Jail in the Hall of Justice 
Hewitt said a prosecution 
psychiatrist. Dr Jonas Rapa- 
port. would begin examining 
her today. 
The purpose of the new 
federal regulation was to give 
the prosecution an opportunity 
to obtain psychiatric evidence 
so it could rebut defense 
testimony on the mental condi­ 
tion of a defendant 
Miss Moore, a mother of two. 
fired one shot that missed 
Oliver Sipple, a disabled ex- 
Marine. struck her arm. 
The day before the incident 
she had been questioned by the 
Secret Service but agents 
decided she was not a threat to 
the President

LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - 
Doctors and surgeons have 
begun a slowdown, calling for a 
halt to all medical service Jan 
1 if the price of malpractice in­ 
surance increases again. 
Leaders of the strike move­ 
ment planned to meet today 
with Gov Edmund G. Brown 
Jr., demanding he do some­ 
thing to prevent an increase in 
insurance premiums of up to 
486 per cent, due New Year’s 
Day. 
The strike movement was led 
by several newly formed groups 
and only a small percentage of 
the area’s doctors were taking 
part. But it was gathering 
steam quickly, with leaders 
predicting that 8,000 doctors 
would be ready to cease prac­ 
tice by New Year’s Day. 
They called for elimination of 
all but emergency surgery by 
next Monday and urged physi­ 
cians to refuse to pay the higher 
premiums, allowing their 
malpractice insurance to lapse 
Jan 1 They would be required 
to refuse all patients because it 
is illegal for physicians to prac­ 
tice without the insurance. 


The premium increase is a 
statewide issue and a similar 
movement last spring halted 
non-emergency surgery in the 
Southern California and San 
Francisco Bay areas which con­ 
tain most of the state's popula­ 
tion. 
Physicians and surgeons at 
the Cedars of Lebanon-Mt 
Sinai medical complex, one of 
the largest hospitals in the na­ 
tion. voted Monday night to join 
the movement. 
The slowdown was already in 
effect at Santa Monica Hos­ 
pital, 
Brotman Memorial 
Hospital in Culver City and by 


many orthopedic surgeons in 
the San Fernando Valley 
Surgery at the two hospitals 
was down to half of normal 
levels Monday. 
The surgery load at UCLA 
Medical Center increased, a 
spokesman said, to absorb the 
patients turned away by doc­ 
tors in the movement.

100 years ago, the United States 
signed the original pact setting 
up the international metric 
system. Today it is the only 
major nation in the world not 
using it 
The only other holdouts are 
Liberia, Yemen, Brunei and 
Burma 
Senate voted Monday to 
nudge the nation a little closer 
to the world standard by ap­ 
proving legislation to accept 
meters, liters and grams as the 
nation's “ predominant but not 
exclusive” system of measure­ 
ment and to convert to its 
general use within 10 years. 
The bill -- appropriately 
enough bearing the number 
S 100 and accompanied by com­ 
mittee report No. 500 — now 
goes to the House, where a 
s im ila r measure passed 
earlier. 
Neither would require adop­ 
tion of metric measurement but 
would allow for a dual system 
to exist while providing some 
federal aid for education, coor­ 
dination and voluntary con­ 


version. 


The United States invented 
the decimal dollar system for 
its money shortly after the 
Revolution to get away from 
British pounds and pence, but 
has clung officially to the 
cumbersome English system 
for measuring everything else. 


But use of the metric system, 
which measures in units of 10s, 
100s and 1000s, has been legal in 
the United States since 1866 and 
its use has grown rapidly in re­ 
cent years. It is now being 
taught in schools in all 50 states.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — 1 have just made a punch needle 
rug and wonder if there is some way 1 could finish the 
back of the rug so it will not be damaged by accidental­ 
ly pulling out any yarn ends — FRAN 
D E A R FR A N — Why not line your rug, as hooked, 
croch eted and other such rugs are often done. Burlap 
w orks very w ell for this and can he hand stitched to the 
back ed ges. This a lso helps to keep dirt from the floor 
from working up into the rug. F elt m ight also be used 
I have found burlap to be m ost satisfactory on a large 
needlepoint rug 1 stitch ed som e y ears ago. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I want to tell Naomi the way I have 
removed the designs from flour sacks for many years 
NEVER USE HOT WATER since it will set the dye With 
cold water wet the design and rub with a bar of yellow laun 
dry soap Rub and rinse out as much of the color as w ill come 
out easily and then put in a small amount of clear water, rub 
plenty of the soap on the design and let it soak for several 
hours. When rubbed on a washboard with more soap the rest 
of the color should come out After design is washed out use 
any good bleach - OLGA 
DEAR POLLY — and Naomi — I often get several dozen 
flour sacks from a mill at one time and use the following to 
remove the colored printing on them Put one-half cup sal 
soda, one-half cup kerosene, one cup powdered detergent and 
a gallon of water on to boil and then add the sacks and boil 
until all color disappears Wash in washer with detergent 
and bleach This has worked for me for many years

leave their lawn sprinklers unattended The water sprays 
over the sidewalk and one has to walk in the street to avoid 
getting wet

El Camino School 


There’s a lot of buzzing go­ 
ing around the community 
follow ing 
the 
d isclosu re 
recently by the Record of the 
recommendations by a prin­ 
cipal’s committee for the 
closure of some elementary 
schools due to declining enroll­ 
ment. 
We think one of the more in­ 
terestin g a sp e cts of the 
recom m endations was the 
revelation that El Camino 
Elementary School 
exceeds 
federal guidelines for minority 
enrollment. 
The principals 
recommended that the school 
be closed and its student pop­ 
ulation of 403 shifted to La 


Canada, Clarence Ruth or 
Fillmore Schools. 
T w o 
g o a l s 
w o u l d 
be 
achieved by this move, a 
balance of the racial minority 
question without a need to bus 
the children and aid in the 
adjustment of enrollments in 
nearby schools. 
A third goal would be the 
providing of a rather extensive 
public facility in the center of 
the community. 
City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers has already gone on 
record saying that the city 
would be interested in the 
facility if it is closed. Along 
with Wahlers, we see great 


potential use of such a facility 
by the city. El Camino School 
has relatively new buildings in 
cluster which, we feel, could 
easily be adapted to city use. 
It is also rumored that Allan 
Hancock College would be in­ 
terested in the El Camino 
campus for an expansion and 
consolidation of its Lompoc 
goals. 
We are not at this time 
suggesting that El Camino 
School be closed to achieve 
other objectives. We are mer- 
ly stating that if such a deci­ 
sion is made, the facility can 
certainly be put to a valuable 
use. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Albert's Moon girl 


WASHINGTON - In the past year. 
Speaker Carl Albert has acquired a new 
friend She is Susan Bergman, a smiling 
young of the Korean religious-political 
cultist. Reverend Sun Myung Moon. 
The hazel-eyed Ms. Bergman sits in 
the House gallery, often in the special 
section reserved for Congressmen’s 
families, where she 
watches the Speaker 
in action almost every 
day 
Earlier in the day, 
she usually greets him 
in the hallway outside 
his office and presents 
him with flow ers. 
Often she brews him 
Ginseng tea in the 
sm all kitchen ju st 
down the hall from the 
Speaker’s ornate of­ 
fice where the two of 
them spend many pleasant hours. 
Albert has also been seen on the 
cocktail circuit with other young women 
from his office, two of them exotic 
Oriental beauties He arranged a special 
visa so one of them. Grace Chen, could 
work in his office. Not long afterward, he 
turned up in his own car to help her move 
to a new apartment. 
The Speaker brought three office girls 
— Iris Adams, Vemeil English and 
Kathryne Prewitt — to keep him com­ 
pany on his recent trip to Russia And 
four lovelies — Iris Adams. Loise Butler„ 
Kathleen Kwock and Helen Newman — 
accompanied him to China 
In those gossip circles that thrive on 
the bons mots, the pouts, the whims and 
the blunders of Washington bigwigs, the 
Speaker's relationship with his attrac­ 
tive office help has stirred titillating 
talk 
Several associates of the Speaker say 
he looks upon the women on his staff in 
more than a fatherly fashion. Albert 
claims no more than a mildly paternal 
attitude toward the women he employs. 
He admitted having a stormy argument, 
however, with a former staff member 
about her social life 
According to 
Albert, “1 told her I didn’t want my staff 
going with married Congressmen ” 
The fading, freckled firebrand, who at 
five-foot-four was once known as the 
mighty mite of Capitol Hill, is indignant 
over the gossip He insists that he has 
never behaved improperly with his 
female employes 
“ I’m just friendly 
with them’’ he told us. 
Susan Bergman, was once seen making 
a hasty exit from his private office when 
the Speaker’s wife, Mary Isabelle, 
arrived in the outer reception area The 
Moon proselyte departed hurriedly 
through a side door as Mrs 
Albert 
entered the front door. 
The Speaker told us he couldn’t 
remember any such incident. Anyway, 
he said, Mrs. Albert knows Sue Bergman 
and “knows she’s a nice girl." 
Albert described his new friend as 
“just a nice girl, a very nice girl, a 
Jewish girl from New York She got all 
hepped up on the Lord Jesus, and she just 
wants to share it I think that’s a nice 
thing 
She’s trying to convert me.” 
Their friendship, he said, is perfectly 
innocent. “Why, I’m 67 years old She's 
just a girl She doesn’t have any crush on 
me She just brings me flowers. She just 
walks in here and sits down and chats. 
Sometimes she’ll walk in and sit down 
while I’m working I don’t pay her no 
mind.” 
When Egy pt’s President Anwar Sadat 
spoke to Congress. Albert kindly gave 
the Moon girl one of his two gallery pas­ 
ses so she could watch tne historic mo­ 
ment He also introduced her to some of 
the astronauts at a reception for the 
Russian-Amencan space team 
He may have given her an occasional 
ride, too, in his Speaker's limousine, he 
acknowedged. “I’ve got no apologies for 
it!” 


The Reverend Moon, who claims to 
have talked with Jesus, preaches a mix­ 
ture of fundamentalist Christianity, anti­ 
communism and self-deification. In the 
spring of 1974. his disciples blitzed 
Capitol Hill begging Congressmen to 
forgive and forget any transgressions 
then-President Nixon may have commit­ 
ted. 
Speaker Albert insists his favorite 
Moon girl has never lobbied him on this 
or any other political issue. “She knew 
how I felt about that,” he said sternly. 
The Speaker leaned back in his padded 
chair and propped a foot on his massive 
desk. Behind him, stacked among con­ 
gressional directories and other stan­ 
dard reference books, was a black- 
covered, gold-trimmed copy of Moon’s 
catechism, “ Divine Principle.” 
“I’ve told her,” said Albert, “I thought 
it (the Moon movement) was stupid.” 
Pretty, brown-haired, pleasantly 
stocky Sue Bergman smiled benevolently 
when we spoke to her about Albert She 
said she was “kind of reluctant to speak, 
because a lot of our things are twisted” 
bv the press. Then she politely deferred 
further comment.

Grace Chen, who came to this country 
• from Taiwan on a student visa, attended 
an Oklahoma university. Alien students 
cannot work in this country without 
special permission. So the obliging 
Speaker attested to the Immigration Ser­ 
vice that he needed Mrs. Chen to help 
him with his official mail and Chinese 
translations. 
Immigration obligingly granted Mrs.

More on kraut 


I do not intend to become a culinary 
competitor to Betty Laurent’s Valley 
Life food section on a permanent basis, 
but I have received some information in 
reaction to my recent column on 
sauerkraut that virtually demands ex­ 
posure. 
Charlie Jordan barely batted an 
eyelash at my recipe 
for sauerkraut ice 
cream, because not 
long before it came 
out, his wife made a 
sauerkraut cake 
He was kind enough 
to drop by The Record 
office the other day to 
give me a copy of the 
recipe and to assure 
me that anyone eating 
a piece of it would 
never know that it was 
made with kraut. 
“ It tastes more like coconut,” said 
Charlie. 
I think I’ll take his word for it 


Anyway, if you’re the adventuresome 
sort (and you must be, or else you 
wouldn’t be reading this!) here’s what 
you can do in your kitchen to produce a 
kraut cake: 


Sift together 2‘z cups of flour, half 
teaspoon each of baking powder and 
soda, a fourth of a teaspoon of salt and a 
quarter cup of cocoa 


Cream a half cup of shortening with a 
half cup of brown sugar and one cup of 
white granulated sugar until light and 
fluffy. Add 1*4 teaspoons of vanilla and 
three eggs, one at a time, beating after 
each addition Add dry ingredients alter­ 
nately with one cup of water, beating un­ 
til smooth (The trick is to start and end 
with dry ingredients.) 


Add a half cup of drained sauerkraut 
and a half cup of chopped nuts and mix 
well by hand with a spoon Pour into a 
greased and floured pan 9 by 13 by 2 and 
bake at 350 degrees for 35 minutes. 


Charlie also provided his wife’s recipe 
for frosting, but it’s a little on the or­ 
dinary side, with no kraut or other rare 
ingredients in it 


I’ll leave the frosting of it up to you and 
your own favorite recipe 


It stands to reason that kraut cake 
does not taste like kraut. Does a carrot 


cake taste like a carrot? Does zucchini 
bread taste like zucchini? No, thank 
goodness. 


Don Neu of The Record Circulation 
Department also reacted to the earlier 
column on kraut. 
“ There is only one way to fix 
sauerkraut.” he avers. 
“ Pork ribs or chos laid on a blanket of 
kraut and sprinkled with brown sugar 
and baked for hours Ribs or chops are 
first browned in a skillet.” 
He added this post script: “Your 
recipe for kraut ice cream would kill a 
good German. Maybe the Chinese would 
only get sick. ” 
Odd. For some reason I don’t feel so 
good just reading this.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Can illegal aliens be stopped? 


into the United 


WASHINGTON — Having come 
through a distinguished career in the 
Marine Corps ending as commandant of 
the corps at his retirement. General 
Leonard F. Chapman Jr. finds himself in 
command of an operation he describes 
frankly as hopeless. 
He is Commissioner of Immigration 
and N aturalization 
Chapman is in charge 
of a patrol of 1,700 
guards who are sup­ 
posed to police thou­ 
sands of m iles of 
border to the South to 
screen out illegal im­ 
migrants. 
If he had a force of 
20.000. he says it might 
be possible to stop the 
holes in this sieve 
through which each 
day hundreds of il­ 
legals find their way 
States. 
Approximately 3.000.000 illegals are in 
the country today, about 5,000,000 are 
Mexicans, a large part of the balance are 
from the Caribbean. No one, as Chapman 
is frank to admit, knows the exact figure 
but he estimates the increase at roughly 
a million a year, mostly from Mexico. 
What this means at a time of recession 
and unemployment hardly needs under­ 
scoring. the sad fact is, it is bound to 
grow worse — the rate of population 
growth in Mexico is at least 3.5 per cent, 
one of the highest in the world. And 
this is coupled with worsening unemploy­ 
ment in Mexico, a rate estimated, if un­ 
deremployment is included, at 40 per 
cent. 
Two studies recently have been 
released. Both were done by indepen­ 
dent. nongovernmental agencies. 
One. based on a sample of illegals 
rounded up for return to Mexico, took an 
optimistic view of the cost of their 
presence in the United States and the 
taxes they had paid. This study was es­ 
poused by the Department of Labor. 
The other, commissioned by the Im­ 
migration Service, gives a devastating 
picture of the cost of the illegal influx. 
The sample in the first study was so 
small as to be meaningless, according to 
immigration officials, and since they had 
been taken as illegals, they were anxious 
to put as good a look as possible on their 
stay in the United States. 
The presumable net tax burden for 
every million adult illegal aliens is 
roughly $2 billion. This means the pre­ 
sent total is $16 billion. In addition, the il­ 
legals return to their respective 
homelands anywhere from $3 billion to 
$10 billion which is a formidable con­ 
tribution to the debit side of the balance 
of payments.

By rough estim ate, more than a 
million illegals are in the New York area 
and perhaps half are on welfare 
No citizenship is required for welfare, 
medicaid or food stamps The New York 
Times estimated that in 1973 education 
and welfare costs for illegal aliens 
amounted to $130 million 
The same 
costs applied on a national scale would, 
according to the study by the immigra­ 
tion service, add up to $1 billion. That is 
in direct costs for welfare and education. 
Another concentration of illegals is in 
Southern California, Los Angeles County 
could close 60 public schools ranging 
from grade school through high school if 
the illegal burden were removed. 
What could possibly resolve the dilem­ 
ma of the border? Gen. Chapman is 
frank to say he does not know. The 
smuggling of illegals into the United 
States has become som ething ap­ 
proaching big business in Mexico. 
A smuggler gets anywhere from $200 
to $700 per head and once across the 
border his responsibility ends. Money 
saved by illegals already in the United 
States is sent to bring relatives to join 
them. 
Rounded up and returned to his own 
country, within a short time the illegal 
can work his way back here. He is 
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already familiar with a wide variety t 
means for doing so. Forged documen 
are part of the game. So are small ai 
craft, landing on secret unpoliced a 
strips along the border. 
House Judiciary Committee Chairma 
Peter Rodino has a bill that would in 
pose penalties, sizeable fines and eve 
jail sentences on anyone knowingl 
employing an illegal 
It would be hard to enforce and it is o| 
posed by powerful political groups sue 
as the American Farm Bureau Feder* 
tion. Stoop labor is still a factor i 
harvesting profitable crops in the Sout 
and Southwest. 
Chapman knows Congress would take 
dim view of hiring 20,000 additions 
border guards. The cost would be severs 
hundred million dollars In the long ru 
this could be set off against the cost с 
maintaining a population as large as tha 
of a half dozen states 
About 400,000 aliens enter the countr 
legally each year with the hope о 
becoming citizens and in the last fisca 
year 131,000 were naturalized. These ar< 
the immigrants that the lady with th* 
lamp in New York harbor continues, ii 
theory at least, to welcome. But it is i 
trickle compared to the tide of illegal 
flooding across America’s borders. 


Christmas chess 


It's fingernail biting time again. Will 
anyone show up for the Record’s sixth 
annual scholastic Christmas chess tour­ 
nament, or won’t they? 
The tournament for those with young 
children is scheduled for Dec. 20 in 
Veterans Memorial Building, H Street 
and Locust Avenue. Registration will 
begin at about 8 a.m., 
with the first games 
beginning at about 9 
a.m. 
The metamorphosis 
of 
th e 
e v e n t 
is 
now here m ore ap ­ 
parent than in the 
prize list and in the 
grouping of the com­ 
petitors. There are 25 
chess sets and boards 
as p r i z e s at the 
elementary school 
level in contrast to 
only about a half dozen prizes at that 
level six years ago; and the prize list for 
the schools with the most entries has ex­ 
panded even over last year. In the latter 
connection also, a chess clock, valued at 
$20 will be awarded to the high school 
with the most entries. That’s a first. Two 
tournament chess sets and boards will be 
awarded to the elementary school with 
the most entries and one set will be 
awarded to the second place school. 
Similar prizes are offered at the junior 
high school level, first for such prizes in 
the history of the event. 
In t e r m s of t he g r o u p i n g s , 
kindergarten, first and second graders 
will compete together; third and fourth 
graders are in the next group; and fifth 
and sixth graders compete together to 
round out the elementary level. Six years 
ago, all elem entary school entries 
regardless of grade competed together. 
The goal. I suppose is for competition in 
each grade level. The slow evolution has 
been necessary, because in the beginning 
there were some grades, particularly at 
the lower grades, that had no entries. 
The tournament will still be a double 
elimination affair, at the elementary 
school level, two losses and you’re in 
Swiss system events. Basically a Swiss 
tournament pairs winners against win­ 
ners and losers against losers. 
There is nothing sacrosanct about the 
formats. The day could come when we 
might want to shift to a system in which 
each e l e m e n t a r y school would 
democratically select a winner or two, 
or three from each home room. To make 
the process even fairer, entries could be 
permitted independent of the classroom 
nominating system. 
This reporter, who originated the tour- 
nament , thanks to a beneficent 
publisher, is solely responsible for the 
conduct of the tournament. It goes 


without saying, however, that the tour 
nament would have been impossibl« 
without the selfless aid of dozens of in 
dividuals. And beyond that mass of in 
dividuals is a select group, some of their 
anonymous, who have stepped into th< 
breach, so to speak and thrown theii 
shoulders to the wheel. We never havi 
enough adults to supervise. And wc 
never know until the very moment wher 
the tournament is poised to start 
whether w e’ll have the minimum 
number of adults to get the show on the 
road. While I’m at it, the list of people 
we desperately need includes registra­ 
tion workers, floor monitors, chess 
players to adjudicate games that 
otherwise might go on for hours, and in­ 
dividuals who would be on hand just to do 
anything that needs doing. I never knew 
an individual who participated as a 
volunteer, who went away unhappy. 
At this writing, the vital need, 
however, is to spread the word among 
young people that the tournament is 
scheduled. Maybe some adults can form 
car pools. 
Once again we go into this tremendous 
effort. As an individual, I feel compen­ 
sated when I think of the two third 
graders, one year, who finished a game, 
rose solemnly and as solemnly shook 
hands. I thought that was a pretty 
sophisticated conclusion for youngsters 
of such tender years. Maybe that’s what 
it’s all about.
